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Shorthorns or Herefords.

A correspondent of the English 
Stock Journal thus sums up the 
two breeds as follows: 

The Shorthorn is an el-roqged | 
auimal. When well bred and wel! 
fed the heifer may be admitted to 
the male at fifteen months old, 
producing its first calf in July, at 
which time it bas been brought 
into suitable condition cheaply | 
with summer grass. It bas, in fact, 
such an inclination to lay on fat 
when prepared for show that it is 
considered most likely to breed 
when early admitted to the bull. 
If the calves are hand-fed they be- 
come strong before winter. The 

, heifers, yielding milk according to 
the owner’s convenience, may 
either be bulled again in the fol- 
lowing October, or made off fat at 
the three years old. The Short- 
horn acquires a great weight when 
well fed as acalf,and may be fat- 
tened for the butcher at any age 
from one and a half to three years. 
Asa milk and beef producer the 
Shorthorn is unrivalled. The 
bullocks are in large demand as 
cousumers of roots and straw in 
the great corn-growing districts of 
the eastern counties, whence they 
pass into the hands of the Leices- 
tershire and other graziers for 
feeding off at grass. 

The Hereford may be looked 
upon as essentially a grass-land 
animal Good thrivers, they ar- 
rive carly at maturity, either as. 
fatted calves or young oxen, are 
much liked at summer weights by 
butchers. The steers thrive well 
in winter upon hay and roots with- 
out cake or corn, and come out of 
winter quarters in good trim for 
finishing off at grass. The Here- 
fords, as a rule, are not good milk- 
ers; they fatten their own calves, 
and soon acquire a wealth of flesh, 
which secures for their owners a 
paying return. Hereford oxen 
have been fattened off at a great 
weight in the rich vale of Ayles- 
bury on grass.

There is not so much prep- 
aration at the meetings for fighi- 
ing and drilling with arms and ex- 
plosives ; but what is far more dan- 
gerous, they are thoroughly or- 
ganized just within the pale of the 
law, and all we can do is to keep our 
eyes on them. The worst thing 
about it is they have several schools 
here-for teaching anarchy, which 
they call ‘Anarchy Sunday-schocls.,’ 
In these they teach the children to 
hate the law and the officers of the 
law, and teach them the worst 
principles of anarchy. Why, the 
wife of a trusted employé of the 
County Board is an organizer and 
teacher in one of these schools, and 
} there are no less than five thousand 
able-bodied Anarchists in Chicago 
to-day, ready and organized, wait- 
ing for the appointed time. ‘Trou- 
ble must come sooner or later ; 
they have set the day for it at 
headquarters, but in the meantime 
they will avail themselves of every 
opportunity to carry out their ob- 
= of destruction to all organized 
aw and order institutions.
